ANTICILITILIS  IN  TEXNESSCE. 

Relics  of  llie  .Hound  IJuildcrs-Inlcrcstlnff 
IJiscovcrit's. 

Nashville  Corrcpondcnco  Cincinnati  Tiu-cs. 

The  State  is  probably  as  rich  in  the 
antitiuities  of  the  ancient  people  who  in- 
habited our  country  aa  any  other  in  the 
Tnion.  ^founds,  furtihcuti..>ns,  the  ru- 
ins of  ancient  temples,  tombs,  sculptures, 
pottery  and  human  relies  are  foun»l  very 
plentiful  in  many  portions  of  the  f:^tate. 
Joseph  Jones,  31.  !>..  one  of  our  learned 
citizens,  and  one  who  takes  great  interest 
in  antic|uarian  researches,  has  been  du- 
ring the  last  vear  and  a  half  makinij  ex- 
tensive  ex]tlorations,  and  tho  result  ot 
his  labors  ha.s  been  extremely  satisl'uc- 
tory. 

lie  has  dug  with  careful  perseveram  0 
into  most  .of  the  artilicial  mounds  of  Ten- 
nessee, which  give  evidence  of  having 
been  tho  work  of  our  predecessors,  and 
has  unearthed  and  broucht  to  litrht  a 
niaorniticcnt  arrav  of  relics,  throwinjr 
light  upon  the  habits  and  wa\'s  of  life  of 
tlie  now  extinct  race  of  peojile  who  once 
inhabited  the  iiills  and  vallovs  of  Ten- 
nessee.  lieautifnlly  fashioned  vases 
with  the  signs  i»f  the  cross  and  crovrn  up- 
on them,  culinary  vessels,  v.uter  jngs, 
clav  and  .stone  images,   warlike  ami  do- 

I  me-itic  utensils  of  almo5:t  evervsi>rt,  shell 

j  ornaments,  coppor  crosses  and  human 
remains  were  e.\humed  in  rich  profusion 

i  under  th.c  Doctor's  superintendence. 
He  succeeded  in  securing  about  twenty- 
five  skulls,  or  crania,  of  tiie  extinct  race 
of  inound  builders,  and  careful  examin- 
ations show  them  to  have  belonged  to  a 
race  superior  in  intelligence  to  tl'.e  Amer- 
ican Indians.     All  the  skull-,  however. 

j  are   unshapen,    and    .sliow    evidences  of 

I  having  been  flattened  by  artificial  means. 

I  The  ir.onnd-builders  of  Tenne.s.see 
buried  their  dcail   without    muc'i   care, 

I  often  in  stone  sepijchres.     In  one  of  these 

I  was  found  a  cranium  104  cubic  inches  in 
capacity,    while  the  largest    lieretoforc 

I  discovered  of  any  of  tlie  extiiict  Imiian 
tribes  gives  a  cajiacity  of  only  100  cubic 
inches.  The  individual  in  question  was 
probably  a  great  chief  or  sachem  of  his 
people,  as  he  was  interred  with  more 
than  usual  marks  of  re.>|>ect.  In  his 
grave  were  found  vases,  shell  ornaments, 
and  a  small  copjipj:  cro,«!s. 

That  Tennessee,  in  common  with  other 
porti'>n.«)  of  the  great  3iississippi  valley. 
was  once  inhabited  by  a  numeruus  race, 

'who  dwelt  in  towns  and  practiced  to  a 
co^isiderable  extent  the  art  of  husbandry, 
there  can  be  but  little  doubt.  The  dis- 
covery of  tho  cites  of  fortified  towns,  and 
the  existence  of  large  cemeteries  of  tho 
dead,  is  conclusive  evidence  in  the  sup- 
port of  this  belief  A  considerable  por- 
tion of  the  city  of  Naslivijle  is  built  upon 
the  location  of  an  extensive  cemetery  of 
these  ancient  people,  while  there  are 
strong  evidences  that  the  hill  now  occu- 
pied by  the  Capitol  building  was  the  site 
of  a  large  temple  of  the  sun,  where,  per- 

.  haps,  hmnan  sacrifices  were  immolated 
to  the  great  luminary  which  was  worship- 
ed by  this  strange  people. 

These  ancient  people  have  left  paint- 
ings upon  the  rocks  alungthe  Tennc>sec, 
Cumberland,  liig  Harpeth  and  Duck 
rivers,  which  are  still  visible.  Thev 
appear  to  be  mostly   cmblcuis  of  the  suii 

'  and  moon,  and  were  probal>ly  first  carved 
and  then  covered  with  ochre. 

V.'iihout  doubt  one  of  the  most  singu- 
lar ab.M'i:.'inal  remains  in  Tennessee'  is  on 
Duck  river,  not  far  from  ?'lanc!iester.  It 
has  received  tlic  name  of  tlso  Stone  Fort. 
Tlie  walls  are  cortstrticted  of  loose  rock 
taken,  doubth'ss.  fr-.m  the  bed  of  the 
stream,  and  are  still  in  very  goorl  preser- 
vation. Tho  fortification  incloses  a 
beautiful  mound  six  hundred  feet  in 
circumference  and  forty  feet  in  hei:rht. 
This  is  not  the  largest  of  the  mounds,  how- 
ever, for  there  are  others  which^over  an 
acre  or  two  t>f  ground,  and  attain  an  ele- 
vation of  seventy  feet. 

It  is  not  likely  that  the  earlli  was  de- 
posited by  artificial  means,  in  case  01 
the  larger  mounds,  but  the  aborigines 
probably  selected  small  hills,  and  then 
parcii  them  down  to  suit  their  purpose. 

Bones,  stone  arrow  heads  and  clay 
utensils,  together  with  bones  of  animals, 
have  been  found  in  several  caves  01  con- 
siderable extent,  which  are  situated  in 
the  eastern  part    of  the  State.     These, 

'  however,  are  probably  remains  of  the 
ori'^inal  aborijriiio^. 

The  doctor  concludes  that  the  race  of 
people  who  constructed  the  mounds  and 
fortifications  of  Tennessee  was  existing 
and  active  at  the  time  of  the  discovery 
of -Vmerida  by  Cjlumbus,  and  perhaps 
as  late  as  the  exploration  of  De  Soto. 
This  decision,  which  is  at  variance  with 
the  theories  propounded  by  various  eth- 
nologists of  Kurope  and  America,  who 
assign  a  considerable  period  to  the  ex- 
tinction of  the  moand  builders,  he  claims, 
is  sustained  Ity  the  remarkable  discovery, 
made  during  the  [irogress  of  his  investi- 
gations, of  the  cross,  emblems  of  the 
riirlstian  religion,  and  especially  of  the 
Trinity,  Saviour  and  Virgin  Mary  i;i  the 
mounds  of  Tenncasee. 

The  doctor  supposes  the  extinct  race 
to  have  acquired  a  knowledge  of  the  svni- 
bols  of  Christianity  through  the  Spanish 
colony  of  St.  Angnstine.  planted  in 
Florida,  and  which  established  numerous 
missions  among  the  natives  of  the  coun- 
try,  even    penetrating,    with    religious 

'  xcal.  far  inland.     The  subject  is,  iodved. 


one  of  deep  interest,  and  it  has  fallen  to 
the  lot  of  Dr.  James  to  secure,  at  the 
cost,  however,  of  much  money  and  labor. 
0  finer  collection  of  relics  of  the  ancient 
people  of  our  State  than  has  ever  here- 
tofore been  obtained  of  any  of  the  extinct 
races  of  our  country.  We  are  glad  to 
learn  that  the  Sniithsoninn  Institute, 
api)reciating  the  Doctor's  researches  in 
the  antiquaiian  and  ethnological  iclds, 
will  soon  publish  a  work  from  his  pen  on 
the  antiquities  t-f  Tennessee.  It  will 
prove  a  valuable  contribution  to  this 
species  01  literature. 


Ou  Tobacco. 

Ev  Oi.iVEH  Wk.ndell  Holmes. 

The  tobacco  question  is  one  of  the 
hardest  to  deal  with.  When  the  Arctic 
voyager  describes  his  little  party  travel- 
ing over  the  icebergs,  and  pictures  them 
as  they  rest  at  evening,  when  their  freez- 
ing day's  journey  is  over,  who  can  grudge 
tlitm  the  pipe  of  tobacco  they  take  with 
such  calm  enjoyilient  after  their  coffee? 
Who  would  have  rolibed  Napoleon  of  his 
snuff-box  at  Waterloo?  Who  woidd 
deny  the  sailor  on  his  midnight  watch, 
or  the  sentry  on  his  rouml,  tjie  solace 
which  he  finds  in  his  acritl  nepenthe':' 
The  plain  truth  about  tobacco  i.s,  that  it 
is  not  a  strong  poison  enough  to  produce 
a n-y  very  palpable  effect  on  the  health, 
wiifcu  used  in  small  quantities,  by  people 
of  average  constitutions.  Yet  I  remem- 
ber seeing  a  very  famous  athlete  decline 
a  cigar  tifiercd  him,  on  tlie  ground  that 
it  would  be  enough  to  unfit  him  for  his 
performance,  which  re(iuired  perfectly 
steadv  nerves  and  muscles.  A  danger  to 
which  smokers  are  exposed  is  injury  to 
tlie  temper,  through  the  increased  irrita- 
bility wliieh  tho  jtractice  is  apt  to  pro- 
duce, and  to  the  will,  which  it  is  power- 
ful to  subjugate.  This  habit  introduces 
into  the  conduct  of  life  one  of  the  most 
iaij;erious  forms  of  self-indulgence  known 
(0  human  experience.  Our  State-prison 
convicts  arc  said  to  pine  for  their  tobacco 
more  than  any  other  luxury  offrceilom. 
The  amount  of  duty  unperformed  or  post- 
poned or  slighted,  in  obetlience  to  the 
craving  for  the  narcotic  stimulant,  must 
form  a  large  item  in  the  list  of  the  man}- 
things  loft  undone  that  ought  to  have 
been  done.

It  encourages  revery. — the  contem])la- 
tion  of  the  possible,  which  is  a  charming 
but  unwholesome  substitute  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  iluty  next  at  hand.  If 
we  divide  our  friends  i-ito  the  if  things 
w^re  go  and  the  as  t/iini/s  are  to  sections, 
the  nicotizcrs  will  probably  be  found 
most  numerous  among  the  former.  But 
it  must  be  remeniljcred  that  all  habits  of 
this  kind,  like  insanity,  are  more  apt  to 
fasten  themselves  on  natures  originally 
defective  and  ill-balanced,  than  on  those 
in  which  the  poise  of  the  faculties  is  well 
adjusted,  and  the  self-determining  power 
too  vigorous  to  become  enslaved.

The  following  is  fram  a  Bath  (IMaino) 
corresptindent  :  I  once  stopped  at  the 
house  of  a  friend.

Freemasonry  in  the  East* 

Robert  Morris,  Esq.,  recently  deliver- 
ed a  lecture,  at  the  Cooper  Institute,  on 
the  subject  of  -'Freemasonry  in  Syria 
and  Palestine."  He  said  that  he  had 
been  sent  to  the  East,  by  the  Masons  of 
this  country,  for  four  objects.  I.  To 
examine  into  the  Freemasonry  of  the 
Eastern  nations.  2.  To  obtain  infor- 
mation of  the  orders  kindred  to  the 
^lasons,  such  as  the  Knights  of  St.  John. 
3.  To  visit  the  places  renowned  in  the 
traditions  of  Masonry,  —  Tyre,  Jerusa- 
lem, and  others.  4.  To  make  collec- 
tions of  specimens,  relics,  etc.  Ilis  re- 
marks on  these  topics  were  very  interest- 
ing, not  only  to  the  3Iasons,  but  to  the 
general  public.  At  Smyrna  he  found 
eight  3Iasonic  Lodges,  which  included 
among  their  members  the  foreign  consuls 
of  most  of  tho  nations  not  Boman  Catho- 
lic, and  nearly  all  the  Turkish  dignita- 
ries. At  Ephesus  he  attended  a  Mason- 
ic picnic.  At  Beyrout  he  found  the 
only  Lodge  in  Palestine.  Among  its 
members  is  the  pasha  of  all  the  territory 
from  Asia  ^Slinor  to  Egypt.  Mr.  Morris 
fountl  the  pasha  a  ver}-  gentlemanly,  in- 
telligent, and  friendly  man,  willing  to 
give  him  the  fullest  aid  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  his  enterprise.  At  Damascus  he 
found  sixteen  Ma.sons,  among  them  the 
renownek  Abdel  Kadir,  formerly  Sultan 
of  the  Arab  race  of  North  Africa,  where 
he  carried  on  a  most  destructive  war  with 
the  French  fur  three  3'ear.s.  3Ir.  Morris 
was  kindly  received  by  this  firey  old 
warrior,  who  gave  hiin  the  symbolical  kiss 
on  the  right  and  left  cheeks.  Through- 
out Syria  and  Palestine  there  is  an  in- 
tense prejudice  among  the  lower  classes 
against  Freemasonry,  but  the  high  ofli- 
ccrs  of  the  Turkish  (jovernraent,  and  the 
few  educated  and  intelligent  men  who 
are  to  be  found  three,  are  well  disposed 
toward  the  order.  Nowhere  in  the 
world,  Mr.  3Iorri3  says,  is  there  such 
attachment  to  Freemasonry  asamonirthe 
Mohammedans.  In  the  famous  city  of 
Tyre,  the  seat  of  King  Hiram,  he  could 
not  find,  after  three  days,  search,  a  sin- 
gle 3Iason  ;  in  (iebel,  the  ancient  seat 
of  all  learning,  not  a  single  person  who 
could  read.  Ancient  traces  of  the  order 
were  numerous.  On  the  keystone  of  an 
arch  under  Solomon's  T-omple,  the  Ma- 
sonic compass  is  found  deeply  cut  in  the 
stone.  Mr.  Morris  traced  the  analogy 
between  the  customs  of  the  F]ast  and 
those  of  the  modern  Masons.  Charity 
was  the  distinguishing  characteristic  of 
the  Eastern  JIasons.  He  had  left  this 
country  deeply  prejuiliced  against  the 
Mohoramedans,  and  had  returned  feeling 
that  in  many  respects  they  could  teach 
us  Christians  something.  He  spoke  very 
highl}'  of  the  American  missionaries  on 
the  Syrian  coast. — ^V.   V.  Tribune.

Sir  Howland  Hill's  Post  Of-  | 
fice  scheme,  which  has  been  so  successful  | 
is  said  to  be  adapted  to  passenger  traffic,  i 
Mr.  Brandon  proposes  tT consider  a  pas-  | 
senger  as  a  letter,  and  to  send  him  from  j 
one  end  of  England  to  another,  without  j 
regard  to  distance,  for  a  certain  fixed  ; 
rate.  F'or  a  three-penny  stamp  the  pas-  ; 
senger  may  go  one  mile  or  to  the  end  of  • 
the  rail,  third  class.  A  six-penny  stamp  \ 
will  send  him  any  distance,  second  class,  1 
and  for  a  shilling  he  may  ride  five  min- 1 
utes  or  all  day  in  first  class  carriages.       I 

Incredulous  persons  are  inviteti  to  a 
consideration  of  figures,  which  seem  to 
prove  that  such  an  arrangement  can  be  ' 
made  proCtjible  for  .sliareholders.  It  ap-  ! 
pears  from  his  figures  that  this  absurdly  . 
low  rate  is  not  very  much  less  than  the 
fare  at  present  paid  for  an  average  jour- 
ney. In  lS5'),  ia  round  numbers. 3,500- 
000  passenger  trains  ran  over  71,000,00  J 
miles,  carrying  25.^,000,000  passengers. 
The  traffic  produced  jei4,724,o0±— 
This  gives  an  average  of  nearly  twenty- 
one  miles  and  seventy-three  passengers 
for  each  train,  which  is  about  three  and 
a  half  passengers  per  mile,  giving  an  av- 
erage fare  for  the  present  average  joar- 
n<»y,   cf  fourteen  pence.     Tbe  re^eed 


rate,  Mr.  Brandon  thinks,  would  increase 
the  traflSc  six  fold,  which  would  give  the 
railway  companies  an  excess  "of  £4,000- 

000  of  receipts,  with  very  little  addition- 
al expence,  at  a  threerpenny  rate.  But 
it  is  claimed  that  of  the  increased  num- 
ber of  passengers  one-seventh  would  ride 
first-class  at  one  shilling,  and  two-sev- 
enths second-class  at  sixpence,  which 
would  raise  the  annual  return  from£  14,- 
750,000  to  £32,900,000. 

To  overcome  the  charge  that  the  anal- 
ogy between  carrying  a  half  ounce  letter 
and  a  "  meaty  hundredweight  "  is  false, 
Mr.  Brandon  asserts  that  the  most  ex- 
pensive part  of  the  present  postal  system 
is  the  delivery  and  not  the  transit,  and 
as  the  "  meaty  hundredweights  "  would 
deliver  themselves,  the  balance  would  bo 
in  favof  of  the  passenger  over  the  post- 
age system.

The 
prosecuting  attorney,  a  lawyer  by  the 
name  of  Lamon,  was  a  man  uf  great 
physical  strength,  and  took  particular 
pleasure  in  athletic  sports,  and  was  so 
fund  of  wrestling  that  his  power  and  e.\- 
pcrience  rendered  him  a  formidable  and 
generally  succes.sful  opponent.  One 
pleasant  day  in  the  fall,  Lamon  was 
wrestling  near  the  court-house  with  some 
one  who  had  challenged  him  to  a  trial, 
and  the  scuffle  Uiade  a  large  rent  in  the 
rear  of  his  unmentionables.  Before  he 
had  time  to  change,  he  Avas  called  into 
court  to  take  up  a  case.  The  evidence 
was  finished,  and  Lamon  got  up  to  ad- 
dress the  jury,  and  having  on  a  some- 
what short  coat,  his  misfortune  was 
rather  apparent.  One  of  the  lawyers, 
for  a  joke,  started  a  subscription  paper, 
which  was  pas.^iod  from  one  member  of 
the  bar  to  another,  as  thej'  sat  by  a  long 
tabic  fronting  the  bench,  to  buy  a  pair 
of  pantaloons  for  Lamon  "he  being," 
the  j)aper  said  "a  poor  but  worthy  young 
man."  Several  put  down  their  names 
with  some .  ludicrous  subscription,  and 
finally  the  pa{>er  was  laid  by  some  one 
in  front  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  on  the  plea  that 
he  was  engaged  in  writing  at  the  time.

TheCreatest  IJviiig^  Inventor. 

IJV  .loEL  1JK.NT0.'«. 

The  greatest  inventor  iu  the  world 
lives  in  New  Haven,  Ct.,  and  pursues 
his  quiet  way  apparently  uncon.seious  of 
the  success  which  will  one  day  link  his 
name  with  those  of  I'ulton,  Morse, 
Whitney  and  Goodyear.  Dr.  C  0. 
Crosby  is  a  noted  man  at  home,  but  the 
worth  and  marvelousnes.s  of  his  inven- 
tions arc  yet  to  spread.  For  over  thirtv 
years  he  has  cxj)erimcntcd,  with  the 
usual  failures,  and  obstacles,  and  dis- 
couragements that  beset  the  daring  in- 
ve  itive  genius,  upon  a  machine,  to  make 
fish-hook.^.  A  li.^h-hook  i.s  a  little  thing, 
you  say,  but  the  man  who  eonld  devi.se 
the  machine  to  which  I  am  about  to  re- 
fer, would  liavo  been,  in  ancient  times, 
more  than  Vulcan  iu  legendary  story. 
This  is  a  problem  which  Kiigli.sh  artisans 
have  tried  persi.-^tcntly  to  solve,  but  it 
was  left  for  Dr.  Grosby  to  aceompli.sh  it. 
He  has  machines  now  in  operation  whidi 
will  pour  out  perfectly  made  fish-hooks 
AS  oats  run  from  a  fanning-mill ;  and  the 
different  machines  make  hooks  from  al- 
most the  size  of  the  pen-holder  with 
which  I  write  down  to  those  hardly  half 
an  inch  in  length,  and  of  the  finest  wire. 
You  see  the  wire  run  from  a  reel  intotlie 
machine,  and  on  the  other  side  the  fi.>)h- 
hook  4lrops  out  complete,  with  the  ex- 
ception tliat  it  must  bo  tempered  and 
colored.  After  the  wire  reaches  a  cer- 
tain point  it  is  clipped  of  the  re(iuisitc 
length.  The  next  operation  barbs  it  ; 
the  other  end  is  flattened.  It  passci 
around  r.n  revolving  dies,  whose  tect^ 
formed  like  the  notched  spikes  nflft 
wheel,  catch  it.  and  bear  it  from  opi^ra- 
tion  to  the  next  until  it  is  smoothed  and 
filed,  when  it  passes  between  rollers  that 
give  it  the  prc^^eribed  twist  and  turn,  and 
you  see  it  drop  into  the  receiver  awaiting 
it.  It  is  bewildering  to  see  this  delicate, 
complex,  and  almost  human  machinery 
operate,  .so  multitudinous  is  it  in  its 
parts,  and  yet  so  unerring  in  its  work 
and  motion.  If  a  single  movement  of  a 
single  part  should  vary  the  fraction  of  a 
hair's  breadth  from  its  accustomed  path, 
the  result  must  be  failure  :  and  yet  the 
machine  thunders  and  drives  along  as  if 
its  various  members  were  as  fixed  an<l 
certain  in  their  aim  as  the  planets  of  the 
solar  system  are  certain  of  their  orbits. 

The  process  of  coloring  and  tempering, 
the  former  giving  the  peculiar  blue  tint 
that  has  been  rominunicated  to  the  fish- 
hook from  time  immemorial,  are  done  af- 
ter the  hook  leaves  this  machine,  and  the 
article  is  thcu  ready  for  use. 

But  Dr.  Crosby  has  not  slej»t  on  his 
first  victory,  and  felt  that  one  triumph  in 
life  exhausts  either  his  own  powers  or  the 
field  in  which  they  may  be  employed. 
Another  small  article,  of  universal  use, 
arrested  his  attention.  As  the  intro- 
duction of  railroads  did  not  render 
horses  useless,  in  accordance  with  a 
propheey  once  ventured,  so  sewing  ma- 
chines do  not  supersede  the  common 
nee  He. 

The  best  needles,  if  not  the  only  ones. 
I  conclude,  are  made  by  the  English. 
There  may  be  American  needles,  but.  if 
so.  like  the  Danbury  hats  and  various 
other  articles  made  with  us,  they  go  to 
market  with  a  foreign  stamp.  We  are 
an  independent  nation,  of  course,  becau.se 
we  set  apart  one  day  in  the  year  to  de- 
clare it  with  power  and  explosive  orato- 
ry ;  but  we  are  not  quite  io  in  our  liter- 
ature or  in  our  merchandise.  Well.  I 
do  not  complain  of  this.  Excellence  of 
any  sort  ought  not  to  be  a  sectional  or 
national  matter.      Somi-  beantv  or  w.'kfth 


perhaps,  that  is  peculiar,  grows  under 
every  sky,  and  it  must  need.i  be  trans- 
planted to  be  of  universal  benefit.  If 
we  cannot  jjet  Carlvle's  Essays  writ- 
ten here,  as  of  course  we  cannot,  let  us 
go  to  England  for  them.  But  she,  too, 
it  dependent,  and  she  must  send  here 
for  Longfellow  or  Emerson.  If 
French  gloves  are  the  best,  as  they 
doubtless  are,  let  us  buy  them  and  wear 
them.  But  we  may  rejoice  when  some- 
thing of  our  own  supersedes  a  foreign 
product. 

Dr.  Crosby's  machine  for  the  manu- 
facture of  needles  is  not  an  afterthought 
from  the  fish-hook  machine,  but  it  is 
somewhat  like  it.  The  wire  is  reeled 
into  it,  is  clipped,  pointed  and  polished, 
and  at  last  it  is  dropped  into  a  receiver, 
in  form  and  .shape  perfect.  I  think  a 
separate  machine  sticks  the  right  num- 
ber upon  a  paper.  But  the  samples  I 
saw  put  up  certainly  show  as  perfect 
workmanship  as  tho.se  of  the  best  English 
make.  These  needles  have  not  yet  been 
put  in  the  nmrliet,  but  when  they  are, 
the  English  people  will  be  surprised  to 
learn  that  we  are  doing  rapidly  by  ma- 
chinery what  they  can  only  accomplish 
by  long  and  toilsome  manual  processes. 
One  advantage  of  this  new  method,  in 
addition  to  it's  di.spatch,  will  be  found  in 
the  fact  that  every  needle  is  alike  every 
other  one  in  the  package,  and  must  be 
so  of  necessity.  If  a  lady  breaks  one  iu 
sewing,  she  will  know  that  the  two  Dro- 
mios  are  not  more  alike  than  c;ich  which 
remains  is  to  the  one  disabled. 

Dr.  Crosby  receives  his  title  from  the 
profession  of  dentistry,  which  he  first 
pursued,  but  his  deep  natural  in.^ight  in 
the  direction  of  mechanics  drew  him  into 
his  inevitable  sphere.  Those  who  know 
his  subtle  perception  of  mechanical  laws 
will  not  think  I  draw  upon  a  sensational 
phra.se  in  styling  him  the  Greatest  Living 
Inventor.  —  Packard's  Monthly  for 
December. 


A    Body    Alive    Weij^Ii!)    Two    Hundred 
FuundN  ;  l>ca<l,  i::i*^lit  lluiidrcd. 

About  six  years  ago  Mr.  Amos  Brough- 
ton  died  in  Wayne  county  in  this  State, 
and  was  buried  there.  After  his  death 
his  widow  and  oliildrcn  moved  to  Bus- 
kirk's  Bridge,  in  this  county,  where  they 
now  reside.  A  few  days  ago  the  family 
of  the  decca.sed  resolved  to  bring  the  re- 
maiii.s  of  tlie  father  from  Wayne  county, 
and  have  them  deposited  iu  a  cemetery 
near  their  present  residence.  In  further- 
ance of  this  purpo.se  the  grave  was  open- 
ed, and  the  coffin  exposed,  but  all  ordi- 
nary eiftirts  to  lift  it  from  its  position 
proved  ineffectual.  The  coffin  lid  was 
therefore  removed,  when  it  was  found 
that  the  body  was  in  a  perfect  state  of 
petrifaction.  It  was  covered  with  a  dry 
mould,  whicii,  when  removed,  revealed 
a  i^U'facc  almost  as  white  as  marble. 
The  b  )(ly  showed  not  the  least  particle 
of  decay.  Every  feature  and  lineament 
were  perfectly  preserved,  and  stood  up- 
right it  presented  the  appearance  of  a 
finely  chiseled  statue.  When  Mr.  j 
Brougliton  died  he  weighed  about  i!00 
pound.-*,  while  the  rcniaitjs  increased  in 
v.cight  by  petrifaction  to  800  ))ounds. 
Before  the  body  was  interred  at  Huskirk 
it  was  seen  by  the  family  friends  and 
many  others  there.  It  i"  the  most  j)er- 
fect  and  wonderful  instance  of  petrifac- 
tion of  human  remains  that  has  ever  come 
to  our  knowledge. — Troy  Prc^s,  Xvc.  1. 


Freezing;  the  Rraiii. 
The  di.scovery  that  the  brain  of  a  liv- 
ing animal  could  bo  frozen,  and  after- 
wards could  recover,  was  made  l;y  Dr. 
James  Arnott,  who  solidified  the  brain 
of  a  pigeon  by  exposing  it  to  a  freezing 
mixture.  Here  research  stopped,  be- 
cause, with  an  ordinary  freezing  mix- 
ture, it  was  not  posiblo  to  act  on  in«li- 
vidual  parts  of  the  organ  :  but  the  im- 
portance of  the  discovery  is  not  the  less 
on  that  account.  It  was  a  marvelouv; 
revealing.  Think  what  it  was  I  Here 
was  a  living  organ  of  mind,  a  center 
of  all  guiding  power,  of  all  voli- 
tion. It  took  in  every  motion  of  the 
universe  to  which  it  was  exposed.  It 
took  in  light  and  form  and  c  dor  by  the 
eye  :  it  took  in  sound  by  the  ear  ;  .sen- 
sation and  substance  by  the  touch  :  odor 
by  the  nostrils  ;  an;l  taste  by  the  mouth. 
It  gave  out,  in  return  or  respon.se,  ani- 
mal motion,  expression — all  else  that 
demonstrates  a  living  animal.  With  it, 
the  animal  was  an  animal ;  without  it, 
the  animal  was  turned  into  a  mere  veg- 
etable. And  this  orjran.  the  verv  center 
and  soul  of  the  organism,  was.  by  mere 
physical  experiment,  for  a  time  made 
dead — all  its  powers  ice  bound.  And 
this  organ,  set  free,  received  its  func- 
tions back  again,  and.  as  wg  know  now 
by  further  ob.eervations,  its  functions  un- 
impaired. Surely  this  was  the  diseovery 
of  a  new  world. — American  Education- 
al Monthly.

A  Field  of  Blood. 
The  soilof  Blandensburg,  Md.,  has  a 
bloody  record.     It  has  been  the  scene  ol 
many   a    refined    murder  iu   days  past. 
One  who  visits  the  ^dace  now  will  find  the 
field   green    with    verdure,  which   a  few 
years  sinco  was  trampled  by  the  feet  ol 
men  arrayed  in  deadiy  hostility.     Here, 
on  a  beautiful  grass  plot,  surrounded  by 
trees,  forms  made  after  the  image  of  God, 
came  to  insult  Mature  and  defy  Heaven. 
In    1814,   Edward  Hopkins   was  killed 
here  in  a  duel.     This  seems  to  have  been 
the  first  of  fashionable   murders  on    this 
dueling  ground.     In  1819,  A.  T.  Mason, 
United    States  Senator  from    Virginia, 
fought  with  his  sister's   husband,  John 
McCarty,  here.       McCarty    was   averse 
to  fighting,  and  thought   there   was   no 
necessity  for  it ;   but  Mason  would  tight. 
McCarty  named   muskets   loaded   with 
buckshot,  and  so  near  together  that  they 
would  hit  heads  if  they  fell  on  their  faces. 
This   was  changed    by   the   seconds   to 
loading  with  bullets,   and  taking   twelve 
feet  as  the  distance.     Mason  was    killed 
instantly,   and   McCarty,    who  had    his 
collar  bone  broken,  still  lives   with   Ma- 
son's  sister   in    Georgetown,     liis  hair 
turned  white  so  soon  after  the  fight  as  to 
cause  much   comment.       He    has   since 
been  solicited  to  act  as  second  in  a  duel, 
but  refused,  iu  accordance    to   a  pledge 
made  to   his  wife  soon  after  killing  her 
brother.     In  1 820,  Commodore  Decatur 
was  killed  here  in  a  duel  by    Commodore 
Barron.     At  the  first  fire,  both  fell  for- 
ward and  lay    withiu   ten  feet  of  each 
other ;    and,    as   each   supposed  himself 
mortally  wounded,  each  fully  and  freely 
forgave    the    other,     still    lying  on  the 
ground.     Decatur  expired  in  a  few  days 
but    Barron   eventually   recovered.     In 
1821,  two  strangers,    named    Lega   and 
Sega,  appeared  here,    fought,    and   Sega 
was  instantly    killed.        The  neighbors 
only  learned  this    much  of  their  names 
from  the  marks  on  the  gloves  left  on  the 
ground.      Lega  was  not  hurt.      In  18'2J, 
Midshipman  Locke  was  killed  here   in  a 
duel  with  a  clerk  of  the  Treasury  De- 
partment,   named    Gibson.      The  latter 
was  not  hurt.       In   1820,    Henry  Clay 
fought  his  second  duel  with    John  Kan- 
dolph,  just  across  the  Potomac,  as  Ran- 
dolph preferred  to  die,  if  at  all,  on    Vir- 
ginia  soil.      The  latter  received  Clay's 
shot  and  then  fired  his  pistol  in  the  air. 
This  was  in  accordance    with  a  declara- 
tion made  to  ?'ir.  Benton,    who  spoke  to 
Kandolph  of  the  call  the  evening  before 
on  Mrs.  Clay,  and  alluded    to  the    qniet 
sleep  of  her  child  and  the   repose  of  the 
motlicr.        General  Jessup  was     Clay's 
second.       When  Kandolph  fired  he    re- 
marked,  "I  do    not  shoot   at  30U,  Mr. 
Clay,"  andexteiiiled  his  hand,  advanced 
toward   Clay,    who   rushed  to  meet  him. 
Kandolj)]i   showed  Clay   where    the  ball 
struck    his    coat,    and  said  facetiously, 
"Mr.    Clay,    yon     owe    me    a    coat." 
"Thank  God,  the  debt    is   no    greater." 
They  were  friends  ever  after.      In  1832, 
Martin  was  here  killed  by   Carr.     Their 
first  names  were  not  remembered.   They 
were  from  the     South.        In    1833,  Mr. 
Key,  (son  of  Fr.mk  Key,    and   brother 
of  Barton  Key, )  met  Mr.   Sherbon,  and 
Mr.    Sherbon    said,   "Mr.    Key,  I  have 
no  desire  to  kill  you."        "No   matter,"! 
said  Key,   "I  came  to  kill  you."   "Very  j 
well,  then,"  said  Sherbon,   "I   will  kill  1 
you,"  and  he  did.       Iu   1845,  a  lawyer  ' 
named    Jones  fought    with  and  killed  a  \ 
Dr.    Johnson.     In  18.51,   \\.    A.    Hoole 
and  A.  J.  Dallas  had  a  hostile    meeting  : 
here.      Dallas  was  shot  in  the    slioulder, 
but  recovered.      In    18' 3,     Daniels  and  , 
John.son,  two  Richmond  editors,  held  a 
harmless  set  to  here,    which  terminated 
in  coffee.     In  18*3,  Davis  and  Ridgway  ! 
fought  here  ;   Ridgcway   allowed  his  an-  1 
tagonist   to    fire  without    returning  the 
shot.  I

We  paid  a  visit  od  Friday  to  that  -■ 
most  wonderful  of  nature's  freaks,  th« 
double-headed  colored  girl,  or  perhaps  it  ^ 
would  be  more  correct  to  say,  the  two 
girls  in  one.  For  convenience,  we  shall 
speak  of  them  in  the  plural.  Tbej  are 
entirely  distinct,  as  far  as  mind  is  con' 
cerned,  laughing  and  chatting  with  each 
other,  and  being  apparently  upon  the 
most  intimate  terms,  and  one  may  have 
a  headache  or  a  cold  without  the  other 
being  affected,  but  any  fever,  or  other 
serious  disease,  affects  both  equally. 

Their  bodies  are  separate  from  the 
small  of  their  back  up,  each  having  a 
perfectly  formed  bust  and  head,  two 
arms,  &c.,  and  each  has  two  legs,  but 
there  is  only  one  trunk.

They  both  sing  very 
sweetly,  one  having  a  soprano,  and  the 
other  a  contralto  voice,  and  we  have 
rarely  heard  two  voices  that  blended  so 
perfectly  in  a  duet.  Among  the  other 
accomplishments  is  that  of  dancing,  and 
the  manner  in  which  they  manage  to  exe- 
cute a  waltz  is  truly  wonderful.  AVhen 
standing  at  ease  the  left  foot  of  one  and 
the  right  foot  of  the  other  do  not  lie  flat 
upon  the  floor,  but  rest  upon  the  toes. 
In  walking,  however,  they  step  with  all 
the  feet  alike,  though  they  can  hold  up 
two  feet  and  walk  with  perfect  case  with 
the  other  two. 

In  speaking  of  them  as  one,  they  aro  " 
called  Millie-Chrisie,.  but  in  addressing 
them  separately,  one  applies  the  distinc- 
tive appellation,  she  on  the  left  being 
called  Millie,  and  she  on  the  right  Chrisie, 
though  Chrisie,  in  addressing  her  other 
half,  calls  htr  "Sister."  There  is  a 
striking  resemblance  between  their  faces, 
and  the  conformation  of  their  heads  is 
much  the  same— Chrisie  being  perhaps  a 
shade  brigliter  than  her  sister,and  rather 
more  talkative.

Tins  is  a  question  of  more  importanco 
to  you  and  yours  than  at  first  it  may  ap- 
pear to  be. 

Withiu  the  memory  of  many  of  us, 
with  some  rare  exceptions,  no  houses  had 
pictures.  In  each  town  or  village  there 
might  perhaps  be  one  grand  seignior 
whose  name  was  pronouncetl  with  respect 
by  his  neighbors  as  a  man  that  had  trav- 
eled, and  had  in  tl:c  inmost  recesses  of 
hi.s  houhe  pictures. 

These  mysterious,  inaccessible  treas- 
ures were  looked  on  as  the  solemn  sym- 
bols of  unknown  wealth.  There  were 
thc/t'/c  who  had  seen  them,  and  the  many 
who  had  not.  They  glimmered  in  the 
di/inc,  sacred  shadows  cf  that  best  par- 
Lr  which  was  only  open  to  the  elect  on 
state  and  festival  occasions,  and  concern- 
ing their  awful  beauties  mysterious 
whispers  circulated  among  the  uninitiat- 
ed. Besides  these  first-class  magnates, 
there  were  well-to-do  citizens  who  by 
some  accident  had,  hanging  on  their 
walls,  one  or  two  engravings,  A  picture 
of  (jleneral  Washington  and  one  or  more 
of  family  portraits  constituted  the  aesthe- 
tic garniture  of  well-to-do  bouses  in  those 
simple  days. 

But  now  the  case  is  far  otherwise.  No 
house  is  without  its  pictures  any  more 
than  its  carpets  and  its  rccking-chair. 
The  print  shops  do  a  thriving  and  yearly 
increasing  business.  There  are  at  Will- 
iams &  Everett's,  at  Dole  &  Hender- 
son's, at  (joupils  &  Sitze's,  in  New 
York,  and  at  dozens  of  other  equally 
fluuri.shing  stands  of  art,  a  most  bewil- 
dering var'e  y,  at  prices  to  suit  every 
customer.  It  is  now  simply  from  want 
of  taste,  if  one  has  no  pictures,  since 
they  are  fairly,  in  some  form,  within  tho 
limits  of  the  humblest  mcan^. 

The  question  what  to  get,  amid  all 
the  crowd  of  applicants  and  possible 
choices,  is  often  a  puzzling  one. 

A  picture  that  is  to  look  you  in  the 
face  at  all  hours  of  day  or  night  is  after 
all  somewhat  of  an  item  in  our  existence. 
It  is  taking  to  yourself  a  silent  compan- 
ion ;  and  though  there  is  no  speech  or 
language,  and  its  voice  is  not  heard,  yet 
its  line  goes  out  into  your  daily  life,  and 
its  wortls  to  the  end  of  your  days. —

It  may  seem 
strange  that  although  there  have  been 
five  Queens  Regnant,  no  steps  were  ever 
taken  bv  anv  of  them  to  effect  this  object 


What  little  information  we  have  been 
enabled  to  obtain  from  a  very  brief  notice 
of  its  ritual  leads  us  to  believe  that  it 
was  not  of  a  character  to  merit  counte- 
It  did  not  long  retain  its  exis- 
tence ;  for  two  years  after  its  formation 
it  gave  place  to  the  "Knights  and  Hero- 
ines of  the  Anchor,"  which  was,  howev- 
er, but  a  refinement  of  the  original  so- 
ciety, and  preserved  its  formula  of  initia- 
tion, and  nearly  all  its  ceremonies. 

In  1747,  one  Beauchaine,  the  Ma.ster 
of  one  of  the  Parisian  Lodges,  instituted 
a  new  society,  which  he  called  "L'Ordre 
des  Fendeurs,"  or  th«4  Order  of  Wood- 


tent  of  Freemasonry.  Its  obligations  are 
based  upon  the  honor  of  the  female  sex  ; 
and  framed  upon  the  principals  of  Equali- 
ty and  Justice  ;  that  whatever  benefits 
are  due  by  the  Masonic  Fraternity  to 
the  wives,  widows,  daughters  and  sisters 
of  Masons,  corresponding  benefits  are  due 
from  them  to  the  members  of  the  Mason- 
ic Fraternity. 

The  theory  of  the  Order  of  the  East- 
ern Star  is  founded  upon  the  Holy 
Writings.  Five  prominent  female  char- 
acters, illustrating  as  many  Masonic 
virtues,  are  selected,  adopted,  and  plac- 
ed under  Masonic  protection.  The  selec- 
tions are  : 

1.  Jephthaii's  Daughter,  illus- 
trating respect  to  the  binding  forc%  of 
a  vow  ; 

2.  Ruth,  illustrating  devotion  to 
re  Ugious  pr  in  c  fplcs; 

3.  Esther,  illustrating /itfe?«Vy  to 
kindred  and  friends ; 

4.  MARTHA,illustrating  undeviating 
faith  in  thehour  of  trial ; 

5.  Electa,  illustrating^?aa'e/ice  and 
suhmission  under  wrongs. 

These  are  all  Masonic  virtues*  and 
have  nowhere  in  history  more  brilliant 
exemplars  than  in  the.  five  characters 
illustrated  in  the  lectures  of  the  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star. 

The  honorable  and  exalted  purposes, 
had  in  view  in  its  dissemination,  can 
have  no  oppositon  worthy  the  name.  Its 
effects  in  winning  to  the  advocacy  of  Ma- 
sonry the  virtuous,  intelligent  and  influ- 
ential lady  members  of  our  families  are 
truly  encouraging,  and  stimulate  its 
friends  to  persevere  in  a  general  promul- 
gation of  the  sy.'stem. 

According  to  the  tenets  of  the  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star,  Adoptive  Mason- 
ry stands  a  bright  monument  to  female 
secrecy  and  fidelity,  and  proves  how 
wrong  all  those  are  who  fancy  a  woman 
is  not  to  be  trusted.  There  is  not  in  the 
whole  of  the  ceremonies  of  this  Rite  a 
single  point  with  which  the  most  ascetic 
moralist  could  find  fault.  On  the  con- 
trary, all  is  pure,  all  is  beautiful ;  it  is 
among  the  brightest  jewels  Which  spangle 
the  records  of  Masonry. 

As  the  adoptive  privileges  of  the  lady 
entirely  depend  upon  the  good  standing 
and  affiliation  of  the  Brother  through 
whom  she  is  introduced,  this  system  will 
be  a  strong  inducement,  it  is  thought, 
to  keep  a  Brother,  otherwise  inclined  to 
erf,  within  the  bounds  of  morality. 

A  general  diffusion  of  this  Rite  will 
tend  to  supersede  the  other  so-called 
Female  iJrgrees,  as  being,  at  the  best, 
but  trivial,  and,  henceforth,  superfluous 
and  useless. — Manual  of  the  Ord<.r  of 
the  Eastern  Star.

The  legend  which  tells  the  origin  of  the 
tea-plant  is  rather  poetical  i     "A  drowsy 
hermit,  after  long  wrestling  with  sleep, 
cut  off  his   tratorious  eyelids  and  cast 
them  on  the  ground.     From  them  sprang 
a  shrub  whose  leaves,  shaped  like  eye- 
lids, and  bordered  with  a  fringe  of  lashes, 
possessed  the  power  of  warding  off"  sleep.

Congress  it 
ajain  becomes  my  duty  to  call  your  allcnlii>n 
In  the  State  of  the  Union,  and  its  disorirani- 
zed  condition  under  tho  various  l;i\vs  whii-li 
litive  Iteen  passed  upon  the  subject  of  recon- 
struction. 

HE  OPPOSES  RECOXSTRUCTIOX. 

It  may  be  salely  assumed  as  an  axiom  in  the 
5?ovornment  of  tho  States,  that  the  greatest 
wrongs  iutlictcd  upon  a  people,  are  caused  by 
unjust  and  at bitrary  legislation,  and  by  the 
unrelenting  duress  of  despotic  rules;  and  the 
timely  repeal  of  injurious  ami  oppressive  mea- 
surf's'is  the  greatest  good  that  can  be  confer- 
red upon  a  nation 

Tho  Logislator  or  the  ruler  who  has  the  wis- 
ilom  and  ^mj^naniiuity  to  retrace  his  steps 
when  convinced  of  error,  will  s»oncr  or  later 
be  rewarded  wiili  the  respect  and  gratitude  of 
an  iutclliirent  and  patriotic  people.  Our  own 
history,  although  embracing  a  period  of  less 
than  a  century,  affords  abundant  proof  that 
most,  if  not  ail  of  onr  domestic  troubles  are 
directly  traceable  to  violations  of  tlic  or- 
ganic law  and  excessive  legislation.  The 
most  .striking  illustrations  of  this  fact  arc  fur- 
nislied  by  the  enactments  of  the  past  three 
years  upon  the  (lucstion  of  reconstruction. 
After  a  fair  trial  they  have  substantially  failed 
and  have  proved  pernicious  in  the  greatest 
degree.  There  seems  to  be  no  question  but 
that  they  should  be  stricken  from  tho  statute 
books.  '  The  Constitution  guarantees  a  Re- 
publican form  of  government  in  tlie  StJites 
which  have  been  reduced  to  military  depen- 
dencies, in  each  of  which  tho  people  have 
been  made  subject  to  the  arbitrary  will  of  the 
commanding  gencrah

These  are 
important  facts,  and  show  liow  completely  the 
inferior  currency  will  supercede  the  better, 
forcing  it  from  circulation  among  the  ma.sses, 
and  cau.sing  it  to  be  the  capital  of  foreign 
lands.  They  show  the  necessity  of  retiring 
our  paper  money,  that  the  returu  of  gold  and 
silver  to  tho  avenues  of  trade  may  bo  invited, 
and  a  demand  created  which  will  cause  the 
retention  at  home  of  at  least  so  much  of  the 
productions  of  our  rich  and  inexhaustible  gold 
fields  as  may  be  suflicient  for  tho  purpo.ses  of 
circulation.  It  is  unreasonable  to  expect  to 
return  lo  a  sound  currency  as  long  as  the  gov- 
ernment issues  irredeemable  notes  to  fill  the 
channels  of  circulation  with  depreciated  pa- 
per. 

Notwithstanding  a  cointgebyour  Govern- 
ment, since  1847,  of  $874,000,000,  the  people 
are  now  strangers  to  the  currency  which  was 
designated  for  their  uses  and  benefit,  and  spec- 
imens of  tho  precious  metals,  bearing  the  na- 
tional device,  aro  seldom  seen  except  when 
produced  to  gratify  the  interest  excited  by 
their  novelty.  If  depreciated  currency  is  to 
be  continued  as  the  permanent  currency  of  tho 
the  country,  and  all  our  coin  is  to  become  an 
article  of  traffic  and  speculation,  to  the  en- 
hancement of  tho  price  of  all  that  is  indi.spen- 
sabo  to  the  comfort  of  the  people,  it  will  be 
economy  to  aboli.sh  the  miut-housc,  saving  the 
expense  incident  to  these  establishments  and 
let  our  precious  metals  be  exported  ih  bull- 
ion. 

The  time  has  come,  however,  when  the 
government  and  the  national  banks  should  bo 
required  to  take  efficient  steps  and  make  all 
necessary  arrangements  for  the  resumption  of 
specie  payments.  Let  specie  payments  once 
be  earnestly  inaugurated  by  the  government 
and  banks,  and  the  value  of  the  paper  circula- 
tion would  directly  approximate  the  specie 
standard.  Specie  payments  having  been  re- 
sumed by  the  government,  all  notes  or  bills  of 
paper  issued  by  cither  of  a  less  denomination 
than  twenty  dollars,  should  be  by  law  exclud- 
ed from  circulation,  so  the  people  may  have 
the  benefit  of  a  gold  and  silver  currency, 
which  in  all  their  business  transactions  will 
bo  uniform  in  value  at  home  and  abroad.  Ev- 
ery man  of  property  or  industrj',  every  one 
desiring  to  preserve  what  he  honestly  possess- 
es or  to  obtain  wh.at  he  can  honestly  earn, 
has  an  interest  in  maintaining  a  safe  circulat- 
ing medium:  such  a  medium  as  is  substantial, 
not  liable  to  fluctuate  with  opinions,  not  sub- 
ject to  be  blown  up  or  down  by  speculations, 
but  to  be  made  stable  and  secure. 

A  di.sordered  currency  is  the  greatest  of  po- 
litical evils.  It  undermines  the  virtue  neces- 
sary for  the  support  of  the  .social  system,  and 
encourages  propensities  deslructive  of  its  hap- 
piness. It  wars  against  industry,  frugality  and 
economy,  and  fosters  the  evil  spirits  of  ex- 
travagance and  speculation. 

It  hae  been  asserted  by  one  of  ruir  wisest 
and  best  statesmen  that  of  all  contrivances  for 
cheating  the  laboring  classes  of  mankind,  none 
has  been  more  eflectua!  than  that  which  del- 
uges them  with  paper  money.  This  is  thti

The  abolition 
of  slavery  has  been  carried  into  etl'ect 
throuirhout  the  Island  of  St.  Doniinpio  and 
the  entire  West  indies,  except  the  Spanish 
islands  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico,  which  has 
been  followed  by  a  profound  pojmlar  con- 
viction of  the  rii;hltulne.ss  of  republican  in- 
stitutions, and  an  intense  desire  to  secure 
them.  The  attempt,  however,  to  establish 
a  republic  there  encounters  niiiny  obstacles, 
till'  most  of  which  may  be  supposed  to  re- 
sult from  long  indul.ijed  habits  of  colonial 
supineness,  and  dependence  upon  l2i;rope:in 
monarchical  power.

Profoundly  impressed  wit  li  the  propriety  of  making 
thej«  Important  modifications  In  the  Constitution,  I  re- 
siiectfully  submit  them  for  the  early  and  mature  con- 
sideration of  Congress. 

We  should.  If  possible,  remove  all  pretext  for  viola- 
tions of  the  organic  law  by  remedying  such  imperfec- 
tions as  time  and  experience  may  devulope.  ever  re 
memberiug  that  Con.stitutlon  whicli  at  any  time  exists 
until  cliauged  by  an  explicit  and  authentic  act  of  the 
whole  people,  is  sacredly  obligatory  upon  all. 

STATl  OF  TIIK  IHION. 

In  the  performance  of  a  duty  impressed  upon  me  by 
the  Constitution,  I  have  communicated  to  Congress  In- 
formation of  the  state  of  the  Union,  and  recommended 
for  their  consideration  such  measures  as  have  seemed  to 
me  necessary  and  expedient.  If  carried  into  eficct 
they  will  hasten  the  accomplishment  of  the  great  and 
beneficial  purposes  for  which  the  Constitution  was  or- 
dained, and  which  it  comprehensively  states  were  to 
form  a  most  perfect  Union,  establish  justice,  insure  do- 
mestic tranquility,  provide  for  the  common  defense,  pro- 
mots  tlie  welfare,  and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to 
oi'rselves  and  our  posterity. 

In  Congress  are  vested  all  the  legislative  powers,  and 
upon  them  devolves  the  responsibility  as  well  for  fram- 
ing unwise  and  excessive  liiws,  as  for  neglecting  to  de- 
vise and  adopt  measures  absolutely  demanded  by  the 
wants  of  the  people. 

Let  us  Lope  that  before  the  expiration  of  our  respect- 
ive terms  of  service  now  rapidly  drawing  to  a  close,  an 
all-wise  Providence  will  so  guide  our  counsels  as  to 
strengthen  and  preserve  our  Federal  Union,  inspire  rev- 
erence for  the  Constitution,  restore  prosperity  and  hap- 
piness to  our  whole  people,  and  promete  on  earth  good 
will  toward  men.|  ANDRKW  JOHNSON.

BrliSham  Young  and  the  RaHroad  and 
Telegraph  Companies. 

In  a  recent  discourse,  Brigham  Young  said 
the  railroad  aud  telegraph  companies  were  the 
only  outsiders  that  had  ever  treated  him  fairly. 
The  cause  of  this  statement  is  the  simple  fact 
that  these  companies  have  brought  to  him  ad- 
ditional wealth. 

They  both,  from  motives  of  policy,  gave  him 
valuable  contracts.  Much  of  ihe  railroad 
grading  in  Utah,  though  made  in  the  names  of 
others,  inures  to  Brigham'a  individual  benefit, 
and  wlien  the  road  is  completed,  he  will  be  a 
heavy  Ktockholder.  The  telegraph  company 
went  further  than  the  mere  granting  of  con- 
tracts; favors  have  been  conceded,  the  policy 
of  which  is  exceedingly  doubtful.  Brigham 
owns  $50,000  worth  of  stock  in  the  California 
branch  alone,  $10,000  of  which  is  said  to  have 
been  a  gift  by  Mr.  Street,  the  builder  of  tlie 
line  in  behalf  of  the  company,  and  the  other 
S  40,000  was  a  contract  worked  out  by  Mor- 
mons, and  credited  to  their  tithing  account. 
He  was  also  made  a  director,  and,  if  he  desires 
it,  every  message  that  passes  over  the  line  is 
shown  to  him.  At  one  time  he  had  a  wire  di- 
rect from  the  central  office  to  his  own.  This, 
however,  caused  so  much  talk  that  it  was  re- 
moved, at  least  from  sight.  Many  declare  it 
still  exists.  When  one  of  your  San  Francico 
papers  expended  a  large  sum  of  money  in  pro- 
curing by  telegraph  the  President's  Message, 
last  December,  it  was  taken  off  here  for  the 
t<onefil  of  Brigham,  and  given  free  of  charge 
to  the  Mormon  papers.  We  all  thought  the 
eempany,  in  tbis,  as  well  as  in  other  matters, 
went  a  little  too  far  in  its  subserviency.

Corn  lu  Mlnuesota. 
The  Faribault  (Minn.)  RepHhlican\ 
evidently  not  regarding  the  opinion  of 
the  members  of  the  American  Institute 
Farmers'  Club  as  gospel  in  all  matters, 
gives  them  a  dig  which  they  will  not 
very  much  like.  However,  the  Repub- 
lican is  right : 

"The  Club  of  amateurs  whose  lucubra- 
tions are  placed  before  the  world  in  the 
N.  Y.  Tribune,  seems,  as  would  appear 
from  a  late  discussion,  to  have  embraced 
the  erroneous  opinion  that  ^linuesota  is 
"too  cold  for  corn,"  and  the  weight  of  its 
endorsement  is  given  in  favor  of  emigra- 
tion to  Missouri.     If  some  of  these  ^Yiso 
"Solons"  had  made  a  trip  to  Minnesota 
the  past  season  they  would  have  seen,  we 
hazard  nothing   in  saying,    better  and 
more  mature  lields  of  corn  than  would 
Iiavc  greeted  their  vision  iu  the  State  of 
New  York,  or  anywhere  along  the  line  of 
the  Lake  Shore  Railroad  east  of  Chica- 
go.    Had  they   come   in   the  early  fall 
they  could   have  seen  corn   which  had 
fully  matured,  and  was  ready  for  cutting 
within  fifty-two  days  from  the  time  of 
planting.     If  a  farmer  plants  his  corn  in 
any  reasonable  season  he  can  always  cal- 
culate   on    ninety  days   of  good   corn 
weather,  which,    with  our  hot  sun  and 
quick  soil,  is  amply  sufficient  for  the  ma- 
turing of  his  corn  crop.       The  present 
year  the  bulk  of  the  corn  crop  was  plant- 
ed by  the  'lOth  of  3Iay,   while  the  first 
hard  frost  did  not  occur  until  the  loth 
of  September,  making  one  hundred  and 
nineteen  days  for  the   maturing  of  the 
crop.     If  Missouri  with  its  fierce  drouths 
can  make  a  better  show  than  3Iinnesota 
on  corn,  it  will  require  better  authority 
for  the  establishment  of  the  fact  than  tlie 
random   assertions   of  eastern  amateur 
agriculturists."

It  is  obvious,  then,  that  we  change  our 
bodies  as  we  change  our  clothes.  It  is 
an  old  fancy,  belonging  to  the  category 
of  the  seven  stars,  the  seven  ages,  tho 
seven  days  of  the  week,  and  tliC  sevea 
sleepers,  that  w-c  are  made  over  again 
every  seven  years.  But  a  strong  man, 
leading  an  active  life,  takes  between  two 
and  three  pounds  of  dry  food  daily,  and 
five  or  six  of  liquids.  He  receives  i  jto 
his  lungs  between  four  and  five  thousand 
galo  IS  of  air  every  twenty-four  hours,  cf 
which  he  absorbs  two  or  three  })ounils. 
In  a  year,  therefore,  such  a  man  takes 
into  his  system  about  three  thousand 
pounds  of  foreign  material,  cr  twenty 
times  his  own  weight.  All  of  this,  with 
insignificant  exceptions,  has  become  a 
part  of  his  own  fluids  or  solids.  That  is, 
if  he  weighs  one  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds,  he  has  been  made  over  twenty 
times  in  the  course  of  a  year,  or  as  often 
as  once  ia  every  two  or  three  weeks.  But 
the  ch.angc  occurs  much  more  rapidly  i.i 
some  parts  than  in  others, — in  the  blond, 
the  hair,  the  cuticle,  much  more  rapidly 
than  in  the  l)ones  or  tlic  teeth,  so  far  as 
our  observatiiin  e:  tMids.
